At 2 o'clock Sunday morning Mafih- 


ew< and the girl were dragged from 
Their beds at .">15 Ross street, where 
the girl asserts she has been virtually 
a. prisoner for the last two mouths. 


The police had been notified that 


Mathews and the gir! were not father 
and daughter, as he Md led people to 
l»elieve. but that the girl's parents had 
instituted a worldwide search for her 
and had been unable to obtain «ny 
trace of their daughter. 


"Two years ago," said Miss Herman 


"that horrible old man came to Own- 
bridae Springs. He became acquaint- 
ed. with tny cousin, and, through him. 
with me. One day he complained cf 
not feeling well and I ran errmitds for 
Liim. Later I put cold towels on feds 
head to relieve his headache. 


"For more then a year. Until last 


Septemlier. he treated 
me like k 
daughter. During September be caua 
to my cousin's home; tfery ont was 
out: we sat in the 
some time and he began 


"xle catue tx> see me 


after that; he told me how wealthy 
w;is. atad often used to give me *• 
much as $50 at a time, telling me to 
purchase clothes with the money. 


"Two mouths ago he told me he had 


to come to Pittsburg and remain for 
some time. He said he wanted a dear 
little i.urse. just like me and told me 
he would pay me % 10O a month. Be 
told me to tell my folks I was gotog 
to visit friends, as he feared my fath- 
er would not allow me to accompany 
him.-I did just as he told me and never 
let my folk« know anything about tt. 
We first registered at the GriswoM 
House here, where we had nice apart- 
ments. Three days later he told ma 
he had taken an apartment on BOM 
street, but when we arriTed there I 
found nothing but oae bedroom and * 
sitting room. He gruffly told me if I 
didn't like that he would throw me 
out on the street so I took his treat- 
ment. 


"From that moment my life was * 


hell upon earth. He sent me to school. 
but insisted upou accompanying me 
l»oth to aud from the schoolhoifae.

Sentlewoman, the attitude of this ad- 
osirer must remain strictly p'.atonic, 
for if he starts making love to the 
'ady the husband files into a temper, 
and aa angry Tuareg becomes a. dan- 
gerous creature. 


According to the laws of the country 


the Tuareg woman need not follow 
her hjsband unless she wants to do 
so. nor is she compelled re serve her 
spouse. She is educated, for she can 
read, and tins accomplishment, not 
shared by the other sex. gives her a 
privileged position in so far that she 
acts as judge or arbitrator in all diffi- 
cult cases.

Unnecessary as it may be to explain | 


to this large and intelligent audience j 
the significance of our topic. The j 
Church Militant and The Church Tri- 
un--!>!i:mt, I must think beyond tbe 
tlitusiinils present of the millions who 
l<Hiu.'rrov,- will receive reports of this 
discourse from that great channel of 
the world's progress, the secular Press. 
Hence I explaiu that the term Church 
Militant signifies the Church hi war- 
fare, struggling with tbe powers of 
evil, while tbe Church Triumphant sig- 
nifies the Church victorious, glorious, 
joined with her Lord, the Heavenly 
Bridegroom, as his 'Bride and Queen 
in tbe great Millennial Kingdom soon 
to bless and uplift the world of man- 
kind. I should further add that while 
in thLs discussion we have considered 
the various denominations of Christen- 
dom aud their creeds, we must today 
ignore all human systems and creeds. 
We must take the broad, general 
ground of the Scriptures and recog- 
nize only one Church. 


Nor may \ve make the mistake of 


saying that the one Church is one Sect. 
No sect, no denomination, however 
great and influential and numerous 
and rich, either in sordid or historic 
wealth, can be conceded the right to 
appropriate the name which our Lord 
gave to all truly his disciples. 
Surely 


none of us is sectarian enough to dis- 
pute this premise. We must learn to 
recognize the Church of Christ from 
the same viewpoint as does the Head 
of the Church. We must learn the 
force of St. Peter's -words to Cornelius, 
"Of a truth I perceive that God is no 
respecter of persons; but to every na- 
tion he that feareth him and worketh 
righteousness is accepted with him" 
(Acts X. 34, 35X 


Taking, therefore, the Scriptural 


view of the Church, we recognize it 
as the "Body of Christ'' of many mem- 
bers, over which he is the Head. It 
Is composed of consecrated followers 
of Christ irrespective of all denomina- 
tional lines—those \rho. turning from 
sin, accept Jesus as their Redeemer, 
through whom they have forgiveness 
of sins and reconciliation to the Father 
—those who have become disciples of 
Christ, taking up their cross to follow 
him and who have received the beget- 
ting-of the holy Spirit. Who could 
dispute that -these are the Church of 
Christ? Who shall say that they must 
belong to this Communion or that, or 
lose their relationship to the Head, 
Christ Jesus? The apostles never re- 
ferred to Baptist Christians. Methodist 
Christians, Catholic Christians, Pres- 
byterian Christians, etc.. but merely to 
these whom we hare described and 
whom they styled saints—"the Church 
of the living God. whose names are 
written in heaven'' (Hebrews xii. 20 
1 Timothy Hi. 13). Let us keep strictly 
within the lines of God's Word and 
avoid the errors of the past. Let us 
today consider this Church as the 
Church Militant and prospectively the 
Church Triumphant. 


The Church Militant. 


If we all agree that ve have before 


our minds the real Church, the Church 
of the New Testament, let us notice* 
that there is a nominal Church r.lso 
and that xvc are not competent t"» fuli.r 
determine which are the renl and 
tvhu-h are tbe nominal Ohrssu^r1? ex- 
cept by the test which our 1/jrd has 
pi^ en—"hy their fruits ye sh«!l know 
them."

Fightings Without and Within. 


Every member of "tbe Church of tbe 


first-born" was called "to suffer with 
Christ" that be may be also later glori- 
fied with him iu the Millennial King- 
dom. Only those who will stand tbe 
test of faithfulness under sufferings, 
trials, crosses, self-sacrittces, have tbe 
promise of sharing with Christ the 
glories of the Church Triumphant. 
"If we be dead with him, we shall 
also live with him; if we suffer with 
him, we shall also reign with him: if 
we deny him. he also will deny us" 
(II Timothy ii. 11, 12j. 


But why should the Church fight? 


Is she not commended to live peace- 
ably with all? Are not Christians ex- 
horted to war not with carnal weapons 
and to be smitten on both cheeks, 
rather than to return evil for evil? 
Where, then, comes in the fight? Who 
are tbe foes? Surely none would as- 
sail a non-resistant! 


We teply that the facts do not bear 


out that suggestion. Our Lord and his 
apostles were peaceable and non-re- 
sistaut. obedient to kings and laws, 
and yet they suffered violent deaths, 
as well as stripes and imprisonment. 
They had their names cast out as eviL 
And those who persecuted and ma- 
ligned them verily thought that they 
did God service. 
All who follow in 


the Lord's footsteps must exi>ect simi- 
lar treatment, because, as Jesus said. 
"The servant is not greater than his 
Lord." "Marvel not. if the world hate 
you, ye know that it hated me before 
it bated you. If ye were of the world, 
the world would love his own: but be- 
cause ye are not of the world, but I 
have chosen you out of the world, 
therefore the world hateth you'' (John 
xviii, 18. 19i. The Master said. "The 
darkness hateth the light" which ex- 
plains why the chief religionists of 
his time, being: of wrong condition of 
heart, instigated bis crucifixion. They 
were of the darkness, living outwardly 
holy, while in heart they were far 
from consecrated to God. The very 
holding: up of the torch of Truth was 
painful to them, reproved them and 
excited their animosity. 
Human na- 


ture is the same today. Notwithstand- 
ing the fact that heretic-roasting has 
become unpopular and intolerable to 
the world, there are methods of pri- 
vately 
and 
symbolically 
roasting, 


slashing, wounding and killing prac- 
tised by those estranged from God, 
though sometimes highly esteemed of 
meti and wearing vestments only 
slightly less glorious than those worn 
by Caiaphas and Pilate. 


•'Who Sceurgeth Every Son." 


The Scriptures explain that there is 


a two-fold reason why Jesus and all 
of his followers are required to suffer 
for righreonsaess' sake. 


(1) It is requisite to their own char- 


acter-development that they should not 
only profess absolute loyalty to God 
and to Truth, but that this loyalty 
should be put to the test. Thus we 
read of our Lord that though "holy, 
harmless, nndefiled." he was proved 
perfect in his loyalty by tbe things 
which he endured—by his obedience 
even unto death, even the ignominious 
death of the cross. The same princi- 
ple, the Scriptures assure us. operates 
in connection with all whom God is 
noxv calling to be Emmanuel's associ- 
ates in the Millennial Kingdom. They 
must suffer vnth him if they would 
reign tvith him. They must walk in 
his steps (Galatians v, 11; vj. 12; II 
Thessalonians i, 5; II Timothy i. 12; 
ii, 9. 12: iii. t!». 


(2) These experiences nre designed 


of God to qualify us to be judges of 
the world during the Millennial Age— 
that the Christ. Head and B<-dy. tuay 
be merciful and faithful towards the 
people of earth. LiUe'vise it i<< prr>;>pr 
that the world should know thnt its 
jndzres have thus l«?ea temrte-i and 
tri«d. and are a1>!e to sympathize with 
them in their we.ixiiesses and in their 
endeavor? for righteousness—ar.d nii>re 
•u;!:ing to help them tip. up. up to liu- 
mnn perfection than to consign them 
to the Second Death.

not been long for any single indMd- 
nal. With the Master himself the trial 
period was only three and a half 
rears. 
On the whole, as compared 


with eternity, the entire Gospel Age of 
Sacrifice, a? the Master said, is but 
"a little while."

flictions acd testincs themselves. St. 
Paul gives the proper thought, spying, 
that at most they are "light afflictions 
but for a moment and not worthy to 
lx> r-oniparal with the glory that shall 
be revealed in ns." the overcomers 
(Romans viii, 18).
